T. Burford; made the following 
recommendations: 

That the. present. commission be 
continued or a similar organization 
be established vested with complete 
administrative control of broadcast- 
ing. The radio telegraph branch of 
‘the department of marine be expand- 
ed into a department of communica- 
tions, having control of all electrical 
communication services (land tele- 
graph, telephone, radio-telegraph, and 
radio-telephone), in Canada. All 
‘broadcasting stations: be owned, con- 
trolled and operated by the Dominion 
government through the department 
of communications and the 
commission. The ‘department — of 
communications bé authorized by, 
legislation to make use of all patent-! 
ed apparatus at an arbitrated valua- | 
tion for the national ‘purpose of | 
broadcasting. | 

An advisory council, widely repre-! 
sentative of purely Canadian inter-' 
ests, be appointed to assist. the’ 
Dominion in the collection of educa. ' 
tional and other broadcast material | 
‘and to ensure freedom of speech on, 
questions of public ‘interest. 

The Canadian Legion wanted «! 
broadcasting organization that would 
develop imperial patriotism and 
Canadian culture, J. A. Maclsaac 
said, in presenting the brief for that 
organization.
